war is, it is true, the general's superior, yet there has never 
been an instance of the commander of the armies of a nation 
being called to account in the manner in which it is proposed 
to arraign Miles, and the attempt to establish a precedent 
would be a hazardous undertaking. Gen. Miles has never 
been popular in the regular army, for he is not a graduate of 
West Point, having risen to his present distinction'from civil 
life, but neither is Secretary Alger compelled to remonstrate 
against the loud huzzahs that might, but do not, greet his 
public appearances. 
It is the general opinion here that 


Miles has been guilty of technical disrespect for the secre- 
tary, but he has had great provocation in the treatment he 
has received from the war department. 
High officials regard 


the dispute as an unfortunate affair, and are hoping the ex- 
citement will blow over, but Miles seems to court arraign- 
ment for the words he has spoken, and may force Alger to 
take notice of the matter. 
It is broadly hinted that neither 


will escape unscathed in case the matter goes to a court mar- 
tial.

Then too the system 
may work a great injustice to tho tax 
payers of some ono or more wards. As 
tho alderman of ono ward may suc- 
ceed in grabbicg much more than his 
shure of tho general fund, and so cz- 
pend in hU ward the money contribut- 
ed by t*x p»yers of otner wards. 


An example of this is seen in the 


action of tho couccll transferring to 
the general fund certain items for 
stone that had been charged to the 
•ward funds. By this transfer the gen- 
eral fund was charged with tOM from 
First ward, 113.20 from Second ward, 
$000 from Third ward. I1504V10 from 
Fourth ward, and 8100.50 from Fifth 
ward, and tho ward funds, were cred 
Ited with these several amounts. Was 
this fair? The alderman of ono w ord 
had by economy saved his ward fund 
while tho alderman of another ward 
spent his. 
Then the latter renews bis 


•ward fund by charging his expendi- 
tures over to the general fund and they 
stand alike before their constituent;. 


This system, instead cf encouraging 


the aldermen to practice economy and 
care in city expenditures, encourages 
them to grab from tbo general fund 
all they can for tbelr respective- warde, 
and so loadsto carelessness and exlriv- 
agancc*. This would not bo so if every 
dollar spent in any ono ward was 
charged to tho fund of that ward. 
In 


this osse the people would know what 
each alderman spent in bis ward, and 
this would make the aldermen careful 
and economical. 


Oar present council Is not responsi- 


ble for tho present system, as they but 
follow an established cuttcm. 
Hut 


they oan change the system if they so 
desire. 
Would U not be a good plan 


to divide np the general fund aa much 
as possible amen? the several fundo to 
which it belongs? Tho general fund 
this year amounts to about 820,000. 
Of this amount probably one-half, or 
813,000, will bo spent on streets. 


Now, 
why not divide this amount 


among tho several ward funds, and 
then every tax payer can know just 
how much money the alderman of bis 
•ward hpfi to epend, and how he sponds 
it. This would bo a bublness-llko ar- 
rangement, and would cause a much 
more careful and judicious expendi- 
ture of the money of tbo tax payers.
